Police Without Single Trace 
of Missing GirL 


Convinced that Meeting With 
Kidnapers Was Planned. 


Culprits Were Frightened At 
the Publicity. 


Reward Will Be Paid If That 
Is Necessary. 


Relatives Said To Have Con¬ 
sulted a Medium. 


DEVELOPMENT LIKELY TO DAY 


Alma Katherine Kellner, last seen by 
her parent a Wednesday morning, had 
not been found by the police up to- an 
early hour this morning. Speeding auto¬ 
mobiles. scores of detectives and police 
and a whole bunch of busy newspaper 
men failed to turn up anything more 
important yesterday than a reappear¬ 
ance of "the woman In black." Even 
this mysterious personage has again 
vanished from the face of the map. The 
Kellner home. 507 East Broadway. wa-« 
packed to capacity all of yesterday with 
people working on the case, members of 
the family and friends. The police* say 
they will have the facts for the public 
concerning the absence of the girl with¬ 
in the next few days. 

The failure of Mrs. Kellner to leave 
the house on the mission of Importance 
that was to have resulted In the location 
of her daughter was the only devel- 
ment of the day. Mr. Kellner denied 
that any such plan was on foot. Mrs. 
Kellner is credited with saying to other 
reporters that no such plan was on 
foot, but Mrs. Kellner could not be scon 
by the reporter who got her Interview 
Thursday evening. 

The police feel convinced th^t such a 
plan was to have been carried out yee¬ 
terday morning, but that the other par¬ 
ties to It wore frightened away. 

All Indications are that the tittle girl 
Is safe and well. The father and 
mother appear to be going through an 
eternity ot suspense. The father was 
extremely agitated w hile talking to the 
reporters who interviewed Mrs. Kellner 
Thursday night, but more or less calm 
and collected at other times.

REFORT PUTS CROP FAR UN¬ 
DER EXPECTATIONS. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. 10.—(Special.)— 
By a decision of the Court of Appeals 
this morning upholding the constitution¬ 
ality of the art croating the State Rac¬ 
ing Commission, the death knell of 
bookmaking at racetracks In this State 
was sounded. The decision of the court 
fully and completely sustains the Rac¬ 
ing Commission and the powers which 
are given It under the act of the Legis¬ 
lature. The court hold* that tho com¬ 
mission has complete control of racing 
In Kentucky, except where expressly ex¬ 
cepted, and can regulate the manner of

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New' York, Dec- 10 — Not since the 
Sully boom of 1904 has the New York 
cotton exchange witnessed a more sen- j 
national scene or & more spectacular 
rise In prices than occurred to-day j 
with the announcement of the Govern¬ 
ment crop report. With the galleries 
crowded with visitors from the South, 
augmented by friends and relatives of 
operators tuwl other Interested speota- , 
tots, the market soared to a new high 
record fur the season, with gains of 
more than $2 & bale over yesterday. 

Both the May and July options 
touched the high mark of 15.80. both 
gaining approximately 42 points over 
yesterday's close. 

Bull brokers prevented a more vio¬ 
lent advance, us they had distributed 
heavy selling orders every five points 
up from 16.5a for May and July. They 
sold enormously, supplying Die demand 
of shorts and also the Inrush of buy¬ 
ing orders from Wall Street, Chicago 
and Southern operators and the local 
and New England dry-goods interests. 
The market continued In an excited 
state up to the close, with estimates 
that 50O.0O0 bales ha-1 changed hands 
In the lost hour. May closed at 15.87 
and July at 15.74. 

It was exactly 2 o'clock when the 
news came from Washington that tho 
Government estimate w*as only 10.088.- 
000 bale*, the smallest crop since 1903. 
Immediately there was a tremendous 
rush of buying. Orders poured in from 
the world over and prices Jumped from 
20 to 30 point* In the first transactions. 

Lust trades made Jusrt. before the re¬ 
port was announced were on the basis 
of 15.50 for May delivery. The next 
sales were made at 15.70. an advance 
of $1 a bale. This was followed by 
tremendous trading both ways and by 
rapid fluctuations A break to 16.86 
followed, then oame the rise to 15.80. 
July cotton fluctuated along the same 
lines, while March reached 15.60 as Its 
high point and closed at 15.40. 

The Government estimate is about 
200.000 bale* below the predictions of 
the most sanguine of the bulls, and th«- 
action of the market naturally follow¬ 
ed Sixteen-rent cotton, so much talk¬ 
ed about, was not realized, but the 
market came near It. 

It now remains to be determined 
wijether the Federal estimator* have 
underestimated the yield, as has been 
the case for the past ten years. Dur¬ 
ing that time the crop hu* been under¬ 
estimated eaoh year at from 600.000 to 
600,000 hales.

FOR TEN EARS OF CORN. 


The power of the commission to con¬ 
trol betting at the track was taken Inlo 
the courts and Judge Mat Harbeson de¬ 
cided that the act creating the Racing 
Commission was unconstitutional and 
therefore granted an Injunction re¬ 
straining the commission from Interfer¬ 
ing with the Latonia track or stqpping 
racing or betting there. Judge Haibe- 
son based Ids decision on the ground 
that the act did not include trotting 
races and was therefore discriminatory. 
It was from his decision that an appeal 
was taken. 

■ • • 

Expected Last Spring. 

The decision which came to-day ws t 
expected to come last spring, but the 
court wanted to hear further arguments 
and therefore held up the decision until 
this winter. Racing went at the La¬ 
tonia track last summer and this fall 
and bookmakers worked as usudl. 

The Court of Appeals, in it* opinion 
tn-day. which was written by Judge 
O'Rear, holds that racing mu*t be Con¬ 
ducted on a high plane If It is to exist 
at all The opinion of the court re¬ 
verses the Judgment of the Kenton Cir¬ 
cuit Court and directs that ths petition 
of the Latonia Agricultural Association 
be dismissed. 

« • • 

Approves Pari-Mutuel System. 


The court, In Judge O’Rear's opinion, 
take* up first the passage of the act 
establishing the Racing CommiasloA and 
the laws of Kentucky on the subject of 
betting at racetracks and approves the 
puri-mutuel system. The court iheri 
takes up the grounds upon wbloh tho 
lower court held that the act was un¬ 
constitutional. The following is an ab¬ 
stract of the court's opinion: 

First, that ths Legislature had no 
authority to delegate to the commission 
the power to make the regulation com¬ 
plained of. 

Second, the act Is class legislation and 
therefore void, because trotting races are 
exempt from It* operation. The court 
then says: 

“The Intention of the legislature in the 
enactment of the bill was. In our opinion, 
to foster a great industry in this Htate. 
one which has gained for the State much 
celebrity and which ha# been a source of 
considerable profit to the breeders of 
thoroughbred nurses. Given that the sub¬ 
ject 1* one for tl> legitimate exercise of 
the State's police power, then the mean* 
adopted by the legislation, so long a* It 
has an ascertainable relevancy to the ob¬ 
ject. It clearly within the scope of that 
power. Whether the end Just Idea the 
mean* Is exclusively for the legislative 
discretion." 

• • • 

Horse, Friend of Man. 


Continuing again, the court says "The 
horse has always been, particularly 
among Caucasian people, the friend, com¬ 
panion and servant of man.* *' and then 
pay* high tribute to the usefulness of this 
animal. Then the court says: “Living 
without recreation would be a hard. If 
not unnatural lot Even the Puritan* 
found It ao. The Innocent amusements 
of a people are proper subjects of en¬ 
couragement." 

Discussing the breeding of high-class 
horses, the court go*** learnedly into the 
subject and declares “It Is a legitimate 
field for governmental action to foster 
and promote a breed of horse* whose 
powers and qualities are of such great 
value and Interest to so many people. 
But the thoroughbred Is pre-eminently a 
racehorse. Races are run mainly for 
amusement. While purses, cup* and other 
trophies are awarded the winners, and are 
no doubt valuable Inducements to the 
owners, so fur as the public are con¬ 
cerned. it Is the exhibition of skill, speed 
and Intelligent courage that attracts the 
patron* of the race course 

Wagering On Horse Races. 


Cleveland. O., Dec. 10.—The name 
of President T. M. Vail, of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, and other officers of 
the Bell Telephone organization were 
linked with the recent sales of Inde¬ 
pendent telephone stocks when Presi¬ 
dent F. H. Ooff, of the Cleveland Trust 
Company, testified in a local hearing 
to-day. 

President Goff said that he visited 
Dig New York offices of the Bell Com¬ 
pany. bearing with him options on 19.- 
000 shares of United States Telephone 
stock, given him. he said, by the voting 
trustees to dispose of. 

According to Goff's testimony, while 
President Vail, of the American Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company, and E. 
J. Hall, of the New York Telephone 
Company, declined to buy. he was In¬ 
troduced in the Bell office to W. H. 
Remlck. of the firm of R. L. Day A 
Co., and after a conference with 
Remlck and Mr. Leverett. a director In 
the Bel! Company. Remlck agreed to 
take the 19,000 shares. 

President Goff exhibited the contract 
of sale then entered into. In which the 
price of the common stock was fixed 
at 40 and the preferred stock at 80. It 
was stipulated In the contract that Goff 
should obtain the resignations of the 
seven voting trustees upon demand, 
this demand to he made upon notice 
from R. Co., 

Goff was to take In the stock, the 
Day company to furnish the money. 

White at the office* of R. U Day A 
Co. he said he met Jas. S. Braldly. Jr., 
whose name ha* been connected with 
these transactions, and Bralley told 
him he had handled through the Day 
company more than enough Independ¬ 
ent stock to assure control of the Unit¬ 
ed State* concern. 


RENEWS PLEDGE 
FOR HOME RULE 


Asquith Outlines Policy of 
Liberal Party. 


Addresses Monster Meeting 
In London Hall 


Balfour’s Manifesto Disap¬ 
points Tariff Reformers. 


HANDLES SUBJECT BRIEFLY. 


Ixmdon. Dec. 10.—At a monitor meet¬ 
ing to-night In Albert Hall. Herbert 
Henry Asquith, the British Prime Min¬ 
ister. laid down tho policy on which the 
Liberal Government Is appealing to the 
country. He repeated what had been 
said by other ministers—that If it were 
returned to power the Government 
w*ould demand tho limitation of the 
pow*er of the House of Lords—and.then 
went a step farther and pledged that the 
Adbcral party would grant self-govern¬ 
ment to Ireland. 

The audience was composed entirely 
of men. women having been denied ad¬ 
mission in the fear that there might be 
demonstrations by suffragettes. Every 
corner of the hall had been searched 
during the day for wcmien and a small 
band of thorn was routed out. but they 
managed to get tw*o mole supporters 
Into the meeting who Interrupted Mr. 
Asquith momentarily with cries of 
"votes for women." Then they were 
promptly ejected.

Have a Single Task. 


"I tell you In the name and on behalf 
of the Liberal party," Mr. Asquith said, 
“we have at this moment laid upon u» 
a single task—a task which dominates 
and transcends because It embraces and 
involves every' great and benefletent so¬ 
cial and political change upon which our 
hearts are set.

Second Recital of Col. Taylor Is As 
Exciting and Intense As 
the First. 

Union City, Tenn.. Dec. 10.—In all of 
Its brutal and bloody details, the story 
of the murder of Capt. Quentin Rankin, 
of Trenton, T**nn.. at Walnut Log. on 
Reelfoot Lake, by a band of masked 
and armed night riders, was retold to 
a Jury in the Circuit Court here to¬ 
day, Col. R. Z. Taylor. Capt. Rankin's 
companion on the night of the murder, 
and whose life was ulso sought by the 
night riders, was the chief witness for 
the State to-day In the prosecution of 
Garrett Johnson and Arthur Cloar, al¬ 
leged leaders of the night riders, on an 
indictment charging them with the 
murder of Capt. Rankin 

Little of tho dramatic intensity which 
attached itself to Col. Taylor's evi¬ 
dence In the first trial wa* lost In the 
repetition to-day. Col. Taylor, as In the 
previous trial, minutely described the 
events which lead up to the crime It¬ 
self, and then told how Capt. Rankin 
was first hanged and then shot, and 
how he himself escaped by plunging 
headlong Into the dark waters of Bayou 
Desha und swlining to the far side, 
while a hull of bullets spltu*hed the wa¬ 
ter around him. 

Col. Taylor was the second witness in¬ 
troduced by the State. The first was 
P. C. Ward, proprietor of the hotel 
where Capt. Rankin and Col. Taylor 
were lodging the night of the murder. 
The third witness was James F. Car¬ 
penter. at whose Instigation Capt. Ran¬ 
kin and Col Taylor visited the lake as 
representatives of the West Tennessee 
Land Company. Carpenter wished to 
lease some timber land, and the victims 
of the night riders had, on the day pre¬ 
ceding the murder, gone over the 
ground with him. 

All three of the witness** underwent 
lengthy cross-examinations by the de¬ 
fense, but their testimony remained un¬ 
shaken. It wa* understood to-day that 
the State would build Its cane along the 
same line* us In the former trial, hav¬ 
ing no additional evidence.

Some of 
the prominent politicians Interviewed 
a* to its receipt considered it satisfac¬ 
tory- They declared It wt the Liberal 
party free to deal with home rule In 
the next Parliament, but the measure 
to be effective, they believed, must be 
full. It was noted that the declaration 
omitted the qualification contained in 
Mr. Asquith's previous pronounce¬ 
ments that this policy should be "ulti¬ 
mately" adopted, and It is therefore 
held to Imply an alMtndonxnent of the 
"step-by-step” policy.

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 10—(SpeclaL)—

Hunter and after assaulting Mrs. oh¬ 
lander in the wide, long hallway, where 
the bodies were found, finished his ter¬ 
rible work by beating In her skhll with 
the weapon. 

Mr*. Gribble evidently was attacked 
from behind as she sat In an easy ehu.r 
reading. On the floor beside her bod> 
were found the newspaper she was read¬ 
ing and her spectacles.

her. Her gray hair, blood-mAltcd, 
show* the imprint of the blunt ax.

A Second Suggestion. 


It Is considered more probable 
that Mrs. Hunter was the first to be 
struck down; that she met the murderer 
at the door as he entered and was 
struck before she could escape. 

Then the murderer, stealthily ap¬ 
proaching aged Mrs. Gribble. killed her. 
It is believed that Mrs. Ohlander, as 
she left her room to enter the hallway 
wa* assaulted and then killed. Mrs. 
Hunter** skull was crushed In and her 
death is a matter of but a few* hour*.

Washington. Dec. 10 .—(Special.)— 
Representative Thomas, of Kentucky, 
to-day Introduced a bill to determine 
the Jurisdiction of United States courts 
In matters of contempts, and to regu¬ 
late their trial and punishment. 

Mr. Thomas* bill provide*: “See. I— 
No court or Judge of any United States 
Court shall, for contempt committed 
In the presence of the court, impose up¬ 
on the offender a fine exceeding fifty 
dollars or imprison him exceeding five 
days without the intervention of a 
Jury If demanded by the accused, but 
such trial shail be by the court, or 
upon application of the accused a trial 
by Jury shall be had as In any criminal 
case. 

*'Bec. 2—No court or Judge of any 
United Slates Court shall, for contempt 
committed not in the presence of the 
court, impose upon the offender any 
fine or imprisonment without the trw 


the accused, but such trial shall be by 
the court, or upon application of the 
accused a trial by Jury shall b« had as 
In any criminal cus*. and in all trials 
by Jury arising under this act the truth 
of the matter may be given In evidence. 

"Sec. 3—No court or Judge of any 
United States Court shall proceed by 
process of contempt or Impose a fine 
against or imprison any person who 
shall by words or writing animadvert 
upon, comment or criticise or examine 
into the proceedings or conduct of 
such court or Judge by words spoken 
or writing published not in the pres¬

"Tho act does not apply to fairs and 
trotting races. This wm held by the Cir¬ 
cuit Court to constitute class legislation, 
a* being repugnant to the Constitution. 
Class legislation Is repuguant only when 
It is special and not general—when It par¬ 
takes of the character of a private act. 
Classification of subject matter Is essen¬ 
tial in legislation. Running races are as 
distinct as a class ns are running horses 
as a breed. Trotting races form a kin¬ 
dred, but not identical, class. The legis¬ 
lature may have known that trotting 
races In Kentucky were not frequent 
enough, and not attractive enough, or 
that the public concent us to them was 
not enough to necessitate their regula¬ 
tion.

Acting as attorneys for Thomas C. 
Curran, of Muysvtlle, ami Mrs. Fan¬ 
nie C. Montgomery, of CyatbUnt, 
Messrs. Pennebaker. Oarusl and Jones, 
of this olty. drew* to-day from the 
United States Treasury $393 In a claim 
for services rendered by Dr. William 
H. Curran during the Civil War as as¬ 
sistant surgeon Twentieth Kentucky 
Volunteer Infantry.

This con¬ 
tention was sustained by the court and 
Judgment given the claimant, which 
whs approved by C*>hgre 5 * and an ap¬ 
propriation made. Dr. Curran died 
years ago. an *i ih 1 * claim was Insti¬ 
tuted by his widow, nnd pending ad¬ 
justment ahe died and It was then 
taken up by the children.

GREAT CHIEFS. DEAD. 
RED CLOUD. LAST OF 


Washington. Dec. 10.—Red Cloud, the 
famous old Sioux Indian chief, la dead. 
This Information was received to-day 
by Superintendent Brennan, of the 
Pine Ridge Indian Agency, who is in 
Washington Attending the meeting of 
those interested in the education of the 
Indian. Red Cloud belonged to the old 
typa of Indian. He wa* eighty-six 
years old. and for the past twenty-live 
years had lived nt the Pine Ridge 
Agency. 


Managua, Nicaragua. Dec. 10.—"The 
United 8 tates unjustly condemns my 
administration.” said President ZHaya 
in an interview with a staff corre¬ 
spondent of the Associated Press to-day. 
*'l proposed to He© ret ary of Htate Knox 
that he submit the case to the investi¬ 
gation of a committee of his own choos¬ 
ing, agreeing to surrender my rights to 
tho presidency if th* charges in his 
letter to Isldoro Hexera. former Nica¬ 
raguan Minister to the United States, 
were sustained. Secretary Knox bas 
not replied. * 

"Defenseless against the hostility of 
& powerful nation. 1 must submit, al¬ 
though I have been condemned unheard. 

’’The coercion of the United States 
will not redound to the credit of that 
nation, whose motives are questioned 
In all Latln-Amorlca. The shooting of 
Groce and Cannon was a pretext. Both 
were amenably to the laws of Nica¬ 
ragua. which distinctly authorizes the 
shooting of individuals commanding 
rebels. It Is different if a person is cap¬ 
tured during the course of an interna¬ 
tional war. The attempt of Secretary 
Knox to establish the Inviolability of 
Americans participating in foreign revo¬ 
lutions will result In constant revolu¬ 
tion* led by immune Americans.

Did Not Order Executions. 



"The initiative In the shooting of 
Groce and Cannon w^is not mine. I 
simply refused to extend clemency to 
them after a properly constituted mili¬ 
tary tribunal had passed upon the 
case.”

When Katie Martin entered the 
house site was hastily taken to an up 
per room, where no outsiders were al¬ 
lowed to see her.

DYNAMITE EXPLOSION

John C. Speaks, 
commanding the troops, came to Co¬ 
lumbus to-night and Adjt. Gen Wey- 
brecht also left Bridgeport to-night and 
went to Pittsburg. 


It was several hours later that a

She met then) at the door 
and ushered them into the dining-room, 
where she told the story. Her story 
follows:

They seemed to be 
greatly excited and talked to her only 
a few moments, as they seemed to fear 
detection. After telling the colored girl 
that they knew all about the misting 
child they Instructed her to see me at 
once and arrange a meeting between 
us. They told her where we were to 
meet, but threatened both our lives 
If wo dared to disclose either the time 
or the place of the meeting. 

"I will go to the appointed place to¬ 
morrow morning, at the Kmc set. but 
I cannot tell you any more about It. 
I have Intrusted you with this much, 
and I will ask you to please not ques¬ 
tion me further 

"1 believe that I will either talk to 
the kidnapers themselves or envoys 
sent out by them to-morrow morning, 
and that »ve will finally be able to get 
back our .darling little girl. This Is 
all 1 am thinking of now*, and, al¬ 
though there may be nothing in this 
proposed meeting, yet I cannot help 
but believe that w*e are about to solve 
the mystery. Of course, I am still 
worried almost beyond endurance when 
I think that night Is coming on and 
my baby is—God knows wher**.'* 

It Is believed that the meeting was 
abandoned when the fear of arrest con¬ 
fronted those who have the child. 

SCHOOLMATE OF ALMA 
KELLNER IS ACCOSTED 


Berlin,* Dec. 10.—Addressing tho 
Reichstag again to-day. Chancellor Von 
Bcthmann-HoUweg reviewed briefly 
Germany‘a foreign relations. English 
statesmen, among them Premier As¬ 
quith. in recent speeches had detined 
‘ the re-establishment of peaceful rela¬ 
tions between Great Britain and Ger¬ 
many as an important task of states¬ 
manship. tne Chancellor said, and he 
added that he could reply sincerely and 
with complete conviction and in ac¬ 
cord with the?** intentions that the 
| true interests of both countries will be 
| served to the extent that they op- 
j proach each other in a realization of 
these aims. 

In conclusion ho sctld that certain 
t circles endeavored to make It appear 
that Germany had xulventurous aims 
1 dangerous to the world s peace, and 
declared that such aims were unknown 
In Germany. 

Herr Von Schoen, Secretary for For¬ 
eign Affairs, took occasion to express 
himself regarding the recent Pan-Ger¬ 
man criticism of Count BernstorfT, the 
German ambassador to the United 
States. Secretary Von Schoen in part 
said: 

"In the responsibilities of our repfl*- 
senlativcs abroad belongs the duty of 
opposing Imputations against our pol- 
I Icy where it is observable that the im¬ 
putation* injure our Interests. Our 
representatives have received a general 
instruction to repel such suspicions of 
our policy by their personal uuthority 
and by public speeohe* when they have 
reason to be assured that such utter¬ 
ances may be successful. Such a case 
la before us. It certainly hus not es¬ 
caped your notice that public opinion 
in America ha* been incited agu.nst 
Germany. Repeated endeavors have 
been mads to arouse distrust of Ger¬ 
many by describing our policy us di¬ 
rected toward war with England and 
&lso that we look tow*ard America, with 
the aim of founding a great colonial 
empire In Che south of Brazil. 

"Count Von Hemsiorff** .speech wms 
directed against every writer whose 
publications are of a character to 
damage our reputation abroad and add 
difficulties to the work of our diplo¬ 
macy."

Washington Dec. 10 .—As a promise 
of activity In the Interest of legislation. 
Senators to-day introduced more than 
S5Q bills and resolution*, covering a 
great variety of subjects. Many of 
these measures failed of passage dur¬ 
ing the last Congress, and 90 per cent, 
of them will receive scant consideration 
this session. Many are for pensions 
that could not be granted under the 
general law*. , 

Standing out as n striking proposi¬ 
tion was a resolution by Senator Kay- 
qer to-day authorizing the President to 
cause President Zelaya to be appre¬ 
hended as a common criminal, charged 
with the muraer of two Americans en¬ 
gaged lit revolutionary activity in Nica¬ 
ragua. 

The House was in session an hour 
and a half, and a large number of 
measures were introduced there. The 
moat striking feature of the proceedings 
in that bojy was a *peech by Represen¬ 
tative KuMermann. of Wisconsin, deny¬ 
ing the charge that h.* interest in Ger¬ 
man shipping was so great as to cuuec 
him to antagonize a bill for the relief 
of the American merchant marine.

A controversy over railroad legisla¬ 
tion will be precipitated In Congrt*|* 
this winter, which, in Intensity of in¬ 
terest and gruuty «»f importune**, prom¬ 
ises to surpass lh> legislative conflict 
over railroad rates four years ago. 

The lirst gun was ttred to-day by 
Senator Cummins, of Iowa, introducing 
n bill proposing radical changes in the 
Interstate Commerce act. In u large 
sense thr Cummins measure Is a prac¬ 
tical substitute for the present Inter¬ 
state Commerce act. It Is expected' that 
u measure proposing amendments to the 
existing law wilt be introduced early In 
January by Senator Elkins, and will 
differ from the Cummins bill In many 
Important details. 

In brief the Cummins bill requires 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
promulgate a uniform classification of 
freight and to prepare u plan for the 
statement of freight rates which shall 
hereafter be mude in a uniform way 
The carrier* are required to adopt thl* 
classification. 

• • • 

Commissions’ Authority Enlarged. 

The commission 1 * authorized to con¬ 
sider rates on its own motion with a 
view to determining their reasonable- 
ness, and is empowered to fix maximum 
and minimum rate*. In any action In¬ 
stituted In court to set aside an order 
of the commission resptHUlng rates, tho 
courts are prevented from inquiring into 
the reasonableness or sufficiency of any 
rate fixed by the commission. 

The bill provide* that changes in rates 
shAll not become effective until they 
ere approved by the commission. Ac¬ 
quisition of control of any iwraiiel com¬ 
peting line is> prohibited, and so 1 * ac¬ 
quiring the capital *tock or bonds of 
any other carrier that 1 * a competi¬ 
tor. 

By the term* of the bill a carrier Is 
prohibited from issuing any capital 
stock without payment at par either In 
money or in property. In effect tho 
commission shall have supervision of 
Issue* of stock* and bonds by any car¬ 
rier. Specific directions are given for 
the disposition of the proceeds of any 
sale of bond*. 

After January 1. 1911, no carrier do¬ 
ing interstate businrsn shall be per¬ 
mitted to engage in any other buslne** 
than that of a common carrier.

Oppose Treasury Appointees. 

Two incumbents of Important posi¬ 
tion* In the Treasury Department were 
objected to In the Senate Committee on 
Finance to-day. when their name* came 
up for approval. They arc James F. Cur- 
tls, of Massachusetts, who succeeded 
Mr. Reynold* as on assistant secretary, 
and Royal E. Cabell, of Virginia, who 
succeeded John U. Capers as Com¬ 
missioner of Internal Revenue. Both 
nomination- w'efe submitted to a sub¬ 
committee for investigation. A large 
number of others were acted upon fa¬ 
vorably by the committee. 

According to gossip. Commissioner 
Cabell has expressed himself rather 
forcibly against members of Congress 
who attempt to cxe- influence In the 
matter of appointments to positions 
under the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
Some of the Senators had heard that 
Mr. Cabell had asserted hts independ¬ 
ence of Congress. The opposition to 
Assistant Secretary Curtis was based 
upon the fact that he had been ap¬ 
pointed. without the Massachusetts 
Senators having been consulted.

New Tasks For ths Press. 

(New York Evening Post ) 

Henry Watterson's appeal to the 
American press not to confuse its duties 
with those of the police has been widely 
commented on. He had particularly In 
tnlnd divorce scandals, sensational 
crimes and private misfortunes of one 
kind or another; and the reputable 
newspapers ha Ye admitted the Justice 
of his criticisms. 

He did not, of course, mean that no 
newspaper should undertake detective 
w*ork in the public Interest. It h&s fre¬ 
quently bien of great value to a local¬ 
ity. a State, or evgn the country as a 
wh-jle for a newspaper to expose the 
buaincKH of a ring, os the Times laid 
bare the truth about Tweed. Where the 
good name of a city U at stake, where 
the corrupt control of a State Is the Is¬ 
sue. the newspaper can often ferret out 
thing* itu* are beyond the skill of pub¬ 
lic officials and can then stir the gen¬ 
eral conscience by the force of the dis¬ 
closure. Of this kind of new-paper de¬ 
tection there cannot be too much. —-- 

Mr. Wat terson would, we think, also 
admit that changed political and social 
conditions have put burdens and re¬ 
sponsibilities upon the modem editor In 
this country which often mslcrhJm feel 
more like a Judge than an editor, and 
lead him to wish for a legal *iaff and 
police force at bis e!bow\ This was 
mrdly case fifty year* ago. when 
Mr Watteraon became nf age The na¬ 
tional questions, at first, were clear cut 
and plain to every, man's view. The ap- 
ronfhlng national convulsion banished 
all issue* save those bearing upon slav¬ 
ery or union and disunion. Our citt«s 
were, a* compared with those of to-day, 
of insignificant size; certainly, no one 
felt the pressure or burden of our great 
munUdPlu problem*. Foftign issues 
then were few; the country dreamed of 
no more international undertakings 
than opening up the port* of Japan. As 
for the country's interior development, 
land was so plentiful that the words 
conservation of resources were in no 
man's vocabulary, and how to push 
back the Indian was the only questlon- 
Great fundu mental principles of gov¬ 
ernment to discus* there are now os 
there were then, and Important Consti¬ 
tutional questions as well. Of the mod¬ 
em editor tlwre Is. however, expected 
not only a prompt and explicit opinion 
up»»n every political occurrente, but a 
guiding of public sentiment in many 
matters so Intricate and detailed that 
they can really be net tied only by tha * 
courts, or by n GongresMoaol Inquiry. 
There Is the Pinchot- Bollinger dispute. * 
for Instance. A large j»ortlon of tha 
pr«»*a Is not .satisfied with the Presi¬ 
dents sustaining of hU Secretory of 
the Interior. Charges and counter* 
charge h -ippean every day. Supporter* 

.»f Mr Plmhof insist that*the record* 
contain far more unfavorable matter 
than fin* yet been brought out. Un- 
icrss this conflict Is *o»n composed, a 
Congressional Inqutry will he doelraoku 
Otherwise it is a case where th«* newa- 
papers must employ lawyers and de¬ 
tectives Certainly, the conduct Of 
*ome of the muck-raking nmgazlnM 
proves the need of trained advocate* 
in thHr editorial rooms. 

In municipal mailers the difficulties 
In the way of prompt and sound edito¬ 
rial Judgment grow greater day by 
day. Take our water question alone. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars ore in¬ 
volved. a* well a* the health and sani¬ 
tation of this city. Experts diiMgrs* 
on e\**ry phase of th© question. Legis¬ 
lators and civic organization* are st- 
lacklng this or that feature of the 
present plans, until the temptation be¬ 
fore an editor Is to keep ailem lest ho 
make a mistake, or to take « po*|t*on 
'Hap-dnsh. end then stick to It at any 
cost Transit matters are also pitfOIW 
for the unwary on account of the mul¬ 
tiplicity of the Issues involved end 
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their magnitude. There are. of ooura© 
■«>me nf*wi*pa p*rs so wise that they 
nave known from the Public Stervlce 
Commission’s first day Just how Incom¬ 
petent and wasteful It la and how 
lacking In Judgment on each anil ever) 
question. Yet the mere pussing upon 
the dispute between the Interborougb 
and the Commission Involves, If It te 
to bo done honestly, a most careful and 
far-reaching study of plans and policies, 
some of which may eyen com© before 
the courts for final analysis. School 
matters ara other subjects fruitful In 
far-reaching and violent differences of 
opinion, for, if anything, scholastic au¬ 
thorities differ more radically than 
physicians. Yet here. too. th*’ public 
demands ho swift and definite on opin¬ 
ion upon controverted issues that every 
editor experiences a feeling of rekef 
when there presents itself to him for 
discussion a question like that of the 
Judges’ salary steal, where principle 
and morality and decency stand so 
clearly outraged that there can -be no 
doubt whatever where the right lies. 

Difficult ua many of these social, 
civic and political problems are. they 
add to the attractiveness of Journalism, 
and emphasize the responsibility of 
each honest newspaper to Its constit¬ 
uency. The difficulty of the questions 
raised dny by day only lncrc<vses the 
service the newspaper can render to Its 
reader# If. with all Us manifold 
aouroew of Information, It finds It diffi¬ 
cult to arrive at the truth, how much 
more difficult must It be for the aver- 
gg* man! Hut whether the rwwspa- 
per of the future will or will not as¬ 
sume quasi-Judicial and poliae func¬ 
tions, it is certain that there will con¬ 
tinue to be no lack of deep public 
Issues, which, however far-reaching, 
are morally simple. Special privilege, 
for all Its dlsgulsijs. Is easy to detect, 
and to attack it Is the prime duty of 
every honest Journal In a democracy. 

Reporters As Detectives. 

(Hartford Times.) 

The evil which the Louisville editor 
complains of scarcely exists In Hart¬ 
ford. People In this town are rarely 
pursued, against their will, by camera 
‘‘fiends” and photographed for newspa¬ 
per Illustration. The reporters of the 
Hartford newspapers are not “peeping 
Toms” or “second-story men.” The 
privacy of the home Is not Invaded. The 
functions of the police and the sheriff's 
deputies are not usurped by young men 
In the employ of the newspapers. It Is 
possible to be born, to be married, to be 
divorced and to die in Hartford without 
having either event portrayed in half¬ 
tone engravings for the amusement of 
the public. The same things may be 
said of moat other cities in Connecticut. 

But in New York. Boston and the 
other large cities of the country, nobody 
can have his name brought bofore the 
public in any way without being subject 
to the molestations of an army of news¬ 
paper representatives, who are under 
orders to “get him,” or “her,” as the 
case may be—to bring back to their 
employers a picture and a story. The 
possession of wealth, or merely the re¬ 
puted possession of wealth, is now a 
guarantee that the possessor or alleged 
possessor must be prepared to face a 
battery of cameras on the slightest 
provocation or excuse. If a legal ac¬ 
cusation of any kind of misdoing is 
brought against anybody but a profes¬ 
sional criminal, then the accused one 
must give up all the secrets of his life 
or be worried almost to death (.If at all 
sensitive) by the Importunities of the 
emissaries of newspapers, not all of 
which are classed as “yellow'.” N ir Is 
the evil conlined to the United States. 
In Parts during the past week a notori¬ 
ous woman accused of murder has been 
able to gain public sympathy by reveal¬ 
ing the torment to which she was sub¬ 
jected by the Paris reporters after she 
was charged with the crime for which 
a French Jury has refused to convict 
her There, as In New York, a man or 
woman who is In any manner scandal¬ 
ized cannot appear in public without 
being “snapped” by the,snooping person 
with a camera who is always lying In 
wait for his victim. 

It is a wonder that more of Jhe of¬ 
fenders are not sent to hospitals bv the 
people they Intrude upon The majority 
are easy going and long-suffering in 
these matters. But the evils of detec¬ 
tive. camera-ridden Journalism are 
growing, as Col. Watterson says, and 
have become so great that they ought 
to be curbed, and the men who ought 
to do the curbing are the owners of the 
offending newspapers, rather than the 
legislatures a nd the police . 

Some Examples.

Henry' Wart arson’s protest against 
the newspaper's Invasion of the privacy 
of the homo should appeal to every¬ 
body. Our standards of what Is 1H to 
print change rapidly in this respect. If 
anybody doubts this, let Mm turn to 
the flies of the Herald for I860. Its 
contents appear to us now the pink of 
propriety and sobriety; yet at the time 
It was considered highly sensational. 
Among the other misdeeds attributed 
to it was the describing of the gowns 
of prominent women attending eeml- 
publlc receptions. But it was enreful 
to designate the wearers ns Mrs. A. or 
Miss B. The printing of the full name 
would have tried the city too much. 
To-day we go from family miafortune 
to family scandal. The preea Is Just 
now horrified because the details of 
the latest divorce scandal of million¬ 
aires are withheld from the public. It 
may be that the Injustice of differen¬ 
tiating between rich and poor suitors 
In the divorce courts Is their sole mo¬ 
tive. but a cynical public will, we are 
afraid, attribute some of this outcry 
to disappointment that the names of 
all the co-respondents were not forth¬ 
coming. so that their pictures and 
many details of their Inspiring careers 
could be printed. Even In the news¬ 
paper which boasts most of all the 
purity of Its pages, we have hod re¬ 
cently columns about the homeward 
voyage on the same ship of a husband, 
wife and the latter’s paramour—matter 
eminently fit for the home table. And 
so Mr. Watterson will find many to 
sympathize with his protest against 
“oonfuolng the purpose of the* newspa¬ 
per with those of the police and the 
scavenger,” and to honor him for It. 

A Suggestive Criticism.

Commission¬ 
er of Agriculture M. C. Rankin and 
other corn experts went over the corn 
exhibits of eleven counties, some of 
which Are considered the best corn 
pr<rducers In the State, and out of ull 
the splendid specimens shown selected 
a majority of the ears from those 
grown by the Pulaski county school 
children as being the finest quality 
shown. There were ft few ears selected 
from the Shelby county exhibit, but 
Pulaski carried off the honors. 

The counties 111 which the school 
children’s corn-growing contests were 
held, and from which the prlxe-wlnnlng 
com has been received by the Com¬ 
missioner of AgrJculturvTwere Pulaski. 
Shelby. Johnson. Hart, Christian. Cald¬ 
well. Muhlenberg, Graves, Fleming. 
Warren and a special corn show in 
Woodford. The Fleming county corn 
was tho only missing exhibit; It dis¬ 
appeared from tho city hull before It 
could be shipped to the department 
here. , 

The Pulaski county ears sent to the 
big com exposition w’ere of tho Boogs 
county white variety, long, tapering, 
tho nub end well filled with grains, and 
the rows laid out In almost perfect 
lines without a break.

Will Tap Rich Coal Fields In the 
Mountains. 

Plnevllle. Ky., Dec. 10.—Amended 
articles of incorporation have been filed 
Increasing the capital stock of the 
Wnstoto and Black Mountain railroad 
from $50,000 to $100,000 and authoriz¬ 
ing the company to contract a debt to 
the amount of $300,000 for the purpose 
of extending the line from the mouth of 
Tom’s creek up the Cumberland river 
to Harlan and up Clover Fork to Mor¬ 
ris Gap, a distance of about fifty miles;

The cotton market opened steady at an 
advance of 10 points to a decline of 3 
point* and ruled dull within a narrow 
rang* until rhe Government report, after 
which It advanced sharply, rising la to 
S3 points higher than Ural prices. The 
Government estimated the crop at 10,- 
yas.wo bales. 

The Chicago cattle market was weak, 
the bog market strong to 6c higher and 

the sheep market strong. 

Th© Work Should Be Continued. 

• The Fiscal Court of Jefferson county 
ha© been asked to appropriate $6,000 
to continue and complete the work of 
testing the dairy herds of the county. 
This work has been In progress since 
July 6 last. A brief summary' of what 
has been done and what It is desired 
to do Is given In the report of Dr. B. 
W. Smock, the County Health Officer. 
The report says: 

“From July ft, 1W8, to December 1. VM». 
1.705 cows have been tested. The number 
represents herda of seventy-one dairies. 
Of tha total number tested lft.6 per cent, 
of all animals have acted positively. One- 
third represents the number of Infected 
herds and ham* Thene condemned cow* 
have been and are being slaughtered 
rapidly as Is consistent with the work 
under the rutes and regulations of the 
United Htate* Government. U cost Jeffer¬ 
son county $3.1VW in money to do this work, 
and we are now' asking at the hand* of 
the Fiscal Court an appropriation of 
$5JX» to continue and complete the testing 
of the 2,600 cows remaining.'' 

This Is a work of momentous impor¬ 
tance to the people of Jefferson county 
and should be carried out along the 
lines on which It has do far proceeded 
Dr. Smock's request Is Indorsed by the 
State Board of Health, by the City 
Health Officer, Dr W. E. Grant, and 
by representatives of the Kentucky 
State Medical Society, tho women's 
clubs and the ahtl-tubcrculosis organi¬ 
sations. There seems to be some 
doubt on to the attitude of the Fiscal 
Court. There should lie no queue kin ns 
to Its making the desired appropria¬ 
tion. It would be a great mistake to 
Suspend operations until every infected 
herd in the county is located and Its 
diseased cows destroyed. 

Organisations which are aiding in the 
fight against tuberculosis rvcogntze the 
importance of preventive as well it* 
ounUive methods. In fact the move¬ 
ment would fall far short of Us possi¬ 
bilities for good if it devoted Itself to 
! curative methods only. If tuberculosis 
is to be conquered something must be 
done to reduce the hazards of infection. 
Impure, milk Is believed to be a most 
potent factor In piv>duclng an annually 
recurring crop of consumptives. Milk 
from tuberculous cows should not be 
sold and the only certain method of 
preventing Its sale Is by\th© slaughter 
of the diseased cows. These cows can 
be* located only by the test of the 
health officer. 

Dr. Smock has been pursuing his du¬ 
ties under difficulties and, all things 
considered, has made remarkable pro¬ 
gress The Fiscal Court should supply 
the appropriation thut he asks In order 
that the work so well begun may be 
completed 


A Timely Warning. 

The secretary of the Kentucky Board 
of Fire Underwriters is out with a 
seasonable warning against the care¬ 
less handling of fireworks. Holiday 
festivities are v pn>c]u» tlve of many ac¬ 
cidents, Total and otherwise, and nu¬ 
merous fire*. If the secretary** warn¬ 
ing shall reduce the number of these 
accident* and fire* by even a small 
numerical margin It will not have been 
written In Tain. 

Particular attention la called to the 
deadly cannon cracker, an Instrument 
of destruction always in evidence dur¬ 
ing the holiday season. The cannon 
cracker is responsible for most of the 
casualties which Have made the cele¬ 
bration of the Fourth of July a terror 
In many localities throughout the 
United States Chlorate of potash, an 
explosive in some respects more dan¬ 
gerous than dynamite, we are told. 
Is used In tho manufacture of the**' 
crackers. Always a menace to life and 
limb, they have become In recent year* 
kn;'*ra .2* c/y by reason -f ti.< ?■. -* 


tutlon of this explosive for gunpowder 

Because of their nolse-maklng quali¬ 
ties they are In high favor with per¬ 
sona who conceive it to be the proper 
thing In celebrating to create as much 
of a disturbance as possible. 

The secrotary of the Underwriter*' 
Board enumerates a number of danger¬ 
ous agents that are employed in holi¬ 
day celebration, such as the torpedo, 
the toy balloon and the "©on-of-a-gun,’’ 
a comparatively new contrivance which 
seems to have heen fitly named. Ho 
caUs attention to the fact that •'the 
prettiest fireworks are the -least dan¬ 
gerous/* Incidentally It might be re¬ 
marked that the toy pistol, which Is 
a sort of a side line in the way of 
fireworks. Is high up on the list us a 
producer of casualties. It may not set 
buildings on lire, but It puts a large 
number of boys permanently or tem¬ 
porality out of business. 

Some progress has bean made toward 
a "safe and sane Fourth of July." Event- 
ualiy, lot us hope, the safe and sane 
Idea may prevail on all holidays and 
on all other occasions where fireworks 
are In requisition as a mode of cele¬ 
bration. ___ 

The People and the Press. 

The New York Herald Is performing a 
service of real value, alike to the peo 
pie and the newspapers, In spreading 
before It* readers the ppfnlon of lead¬ 
ing Journalists all over the world touch¬ 
ing a suggestion recently made by I ho 
Editor of the Courier-Journal to the 
members of the Press Club of the Na¬ 
tional Capital. 

No other newspaper Is in possession 
of the machinery' to embrace so wide a 
field and to cover it so completely. How 
wide It Is. and how varied Its points 
of view, 1* attested by the range of 
observation taken by th© leading 
writers for the pres* in Londuti and 
Paris and the United States. This 
range far exceeds the original argu¬ 
ment. which limited itself to a simple 
proposition; tho tendency of thereon- 
temporary journal to convert It* report 
ers Into detectives and to Invade the 
sanctity of private Ufe. 

We reproduce In this Issue of the 
Courier-Journal from Che Herald many 
examples of the latitude of expression 
and the diversity of view" which our 
.colleagues have given themselves In 
their discussion of what was meant to 
be a simple pointer toward a specific 
and possible reform in the personal re¬ 
lation of the newspaper to the person¬ 
ality of the general public. 

There Is certainly room for amend¬ 
ment in the reporting of scandals and 
crime*. Too much emphasis upon the 
salacious side, too great elaboration of 
the fanciful and abnormal, too many 
scare-heads and pictures, dl*figure the 
dally publications in the greater cities. 
But the term "yellow’* la relative. So 
is the term "sensational/* If anybody 
doubts this, the Nation suggests that 
he turn to the flies of the New York 
Herald for 1860, whose contents appear 
now* as the pink of propriety and so¬ 
briety. but which wore at the time 
considered highly sensational. Among 
the other misdeeds attributed to the 
Herald of that day was the describing 
of the gowns of prominent women at¬ 
tending semi-public reception*. Yet 
the Herald's reporters were careful to 
designate the wearers •* Mrs. A. or 
Mias B. The printing of the full name, 
the Nation declares, would have tried 
the city too much. To-day. it says, 
and very truly, we go from family* mis¬ 
fortune to family scandal. The press 
affeets to be horrified because the de¬ 
tail* of the latent divorce scandal of 
millionaires are withheld from the 
public. And then the Nation adds: 

"Even In the newspaper which boast* 
mn*( of all the purity of it* page*, we 
have had recently column* about the 
homeward voyage on the same ship of a 
husband. wife and the latter'* par¬ 
amour—matter eminently fit for tho 
home table. And so Mr. Watterson will 
find many to sympathise with bln protest 
against ‘confusing the purpose of the 
newspaper with those of the police and 
the scavenger,' and to honor him for It." 

Mr. Wattyrson’© reference, however, 
was not to sensationalism in general, 
with particular regard to scandal. That 
makes a field for endless speculation. 
Being a practical, every-day Journalist, 
he did not load a double-barreled 
fowling-piece and Are It point blank 
at all creation. Hit aim was to call 
attention to the single mutter Involved 
by the personal attitude uf tile news¬ 
paper, and Its reporters, toward the 
personality of the rest of the com¬ 
munity, and the tendency among 
newspapers to treat ull men and wom¬ 
en a* proper subject* of inquiry, even 
where there are no crime and no scan¬ 
dal. but only the turning of a sharp 
corner, as It were, and a so-called 
new* Item the more or less. 

It Is Uls contention that the law’s 
which preside over the friendly inter¬ 
course of decent people should preside 
over the composition of the dally news¬ 
paper. Where these laws are disre¬ 
garded. and I he reporter, ceasing to 
bbey them, convert* himself Into a de¬ 
tective, thu newspaper become* a bu*y 


either to b* respected, or kindly re¬ 
ceived. There nr« bound to be in Jour¬ 
nalism. as In other vocations, Inferior 
person*. That can not be helped. But 
we need not, and we should not, give 
them unworthy work to do. 

There is a disposition among the 
newspapers to personalise everything 
and everybody. If a man by the name 
of Jones steals a burse In Indiana it 
is mentioned that he Is a member of 
the well-known Jones family of Osh¬ 
kosh. If another by the name of 
Brown commits a forgery in Illinois, 
he Is of the well-known Browns of 
Kalamaxoo. A young woman is mur¬ 
dered In Maryland. She is straightway 
heralded first a* the niece and then a* 
the ward of a distinguished ex-Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who happened 
to have known her when she was a 
child. Smith Is caught changing his 
train In a railway station, or escaping 
to his room In a hotel, and 1© forced to 


the opportunities that present them- 
dlNtorse HU verbal vacuity by a re- Mlve , lo the who „ t0 p(u 


porter who goes away and tells from 
memory whai he think* Smith thinks; 
and woe to Smith if he refuses! 

Discounting the Inaccuracies, some¬ 
time* the actual injuries, the press is 
nowise enriched by such surplusage; 
but It is discredited/ 

Take the case of the reported be¬ 
trothal of the daughter of an American 
statesman to a royal scion of one of 
the European house*. Whilst it was 
en tapis, or even seemed to be, it was 
proper matter for whatever informa¬ 
tion the family chose to give out—per¬ 
haps for such speculation and gos*lp 
to* tho society writers might pick up 
In Washington and Home. There cam* 
a time, however, when the engagement. 
If It had ever existed, was publicly 
and officially declared ended. With 
the newspapers there, too, should have 
been an end. But It proved but the 
beginning of a series of canards of the 
most fantastic description. The Prince 
could go nowhere but his movements 
were coupled with the love episode. 
Tho lady could go nowhere but she 
wo* set upon. The whole family were 
dragged Into the limelight and made 
to stand and deliver. If they had been 
malefactors, charged with crime, they 
could not have been subjected to more 
constant arrest and more brutal cross- 
examination. 

To what purport except the contume¬ 
ly and degradation of the press? The 
public Is yet Ignorant of the truth. 
Only tho curiosity of tho prurient has 
been tickled,* though not sated. Mean¬ 
while, has no one considered the sensi¬ 
bilities of a noble young American girl 
thus victimised by a pres* which 
would be highly offended If bluntly 
told it Is not a gentleman? 

Some of the commentators quoted by 
the Herald refer to certain changes of 
Urn© and persons which have come 
over the face and the spirit of jour¬ 
nalism. The New York Evening Post 
speaks of "fifty years ago, when Mr. 
Watterson came of age." Thero is no 
lime-limit fixed upon good-sense and 
good-feeling. A gentleman of three¬ 
score-and-ten must have been a gen¬ 
tleman at flve-aud-twenty; and. as¬ 
suredly, the canons of gentlemanhood 
are the same at both ages. 

The Editor of the Courier-Journal Is 
not setting up any exceptional stand¬ 
ards. or applying any tests of th© long- 
ago which have grown obsolete. He 
Is yet an all-around, working journal¬ 
ist. sitting hourly In his fhlrt-sleevaa 
among tho boys, eager after the news 
of the day, fully knowing and Impress¬ 
ed by the Immense progress of the art 
of gathering It. able to hold hfs own In 
Its collection and distribution with any 
uf hi* subordinates and compatriots, 
solicitous only that It shall be as clean 
a* It la cumplete, a* accurate ** It t* 
full, and thut each and every one of 
them shall consider himself, and be 
considered by the community, a use¬ 
ful and an honored citisen. an upright, 
disinterested man, a gentleman both In 
his private behavior and his public em¬ 
ployment. 

If our esteemed contemporaries will 
stop and think. If they will deny them¬ 
selves mere perfunctory approval, or 
disapproval, and come down to the 
text as originally proposed, there la 
little doubt that something will come 
of an agitation directed mainly toward 
self-inspection. One reform at a time 
must address Itself to those who mean 
reform at all. That which the New 
York Herald *nd the Courier-Journal 
aim at—and here both paper* have 
some right to speak and some claim 
to b© heard—la the rescue of the re¬ 
porter from the Umbo of a policeman 
and his restoration to the position of a 
seeker after truth as It affects th© pub¬ 
lic welfare. 


th© Appellate Court, committed a pe¬ 
culiarly deliberate crime when he ac¬ 
cepted deposit* knowing that tha In¬ 
stitution was insolvent. He had a fair 
trial and the verdict of the Jury met 
with the approval of tho»e who best 
knew the circumstances—the business 
community In Owensboro. 

Of all the form* of theft in exist¬ 
ence thero is none that so awakens the 
disgust of a dedent citizen ns the loot¬ 
ing of the pockets uf the trusting de¬ 
positors who bring their dollars and 
dime* to a savings bank- to lay up 
their little riches against the rainy 
day. The Owensboro Savings Bank 
and Trust Company was not devoted 
wholly to the business of receiving 
such deports, but It Invited and re¬ 
ceived savings accounts. It Is demon¬ 
strable that a country in which sav¬ 
ings hanks are popular is u country 
in which the working classes are best 
situated. It has been frequently a mut¬ 
ter of comment by Europeans that the 
American of the wage-earning or sal¬ 
ary-drawing class thinks too little of 


by a few dollar* a month and acqulro 
the habit of thrift. Fortunately sav¬ 
ings banks are rapidly attaining a 
w ider popularity, and a respectable pat¬ 
ronage. throughout the United States. 
We haven't French thrift among tho 
*‘strivers" as yet. but the savings bank 
Idea he* taken hold uf the Imagination 
of the man of smnll means, and the 
savings account is becoming a lever 
w-lth which the wage earner lifts him¬ 
self above absolute dependence upon 
the pay envelope. In order that the 
confidence of those who need saving* 
lmnks shall be retained it is necessary 
that every Individual guilty of violat¬ 
ing the confidence of such depositors 
be dealt with properly In court. Th© 
development of the bonding system un¬ 
der which institutions are protected 
ttgainst pilferers has removed a con¬ 
siderable part of the element of dan¬ 
ger that the possible dishonesty of bank 
officials once constituted, but the man 
who robs a bank from the Inside Is 
a much more contemptible person than 
the fellow* who rpbs a residence by 
climbing one of the pillars of the porch 
and entering a window to take his 
chance* of detection. Juries seem to 
realize this more fully nowadays than 
formerly, when the "prominent citizen" 
had an advantage in court over the 
pore he timber which he has not had In 
every cose recently. There on*, for the 
sake of Illustration, the < sacs of Walsh, 
of Chicago; Morse, of New York, and 
Parrish, of Owensboro, each a man of 
some prominence In his own theater of 
activity.

No one who ha* the milk of human 
kindness In tils mnke-up can find any 
I pleasure In the spectacle of a once 
body, a meddler, an Informer, every- prominent and supposedly trustworthy 


thing that Is commonly held in abhor¬ 
rence. 

The men employed to make up the 
dalty newspaper should be gentlemen 
In the larger sense of being considerate 
men and men of Intelligence.

Bowled Over! 

As a true friend of the horse, of horse¬ 
men, and of the breeding Industry and 
clean racing, th© Courier-Journal re¬ 
joices In the decision of the Court of 
Appeals upholding the authority of the 
State Racing Commission which rutin) 
the bookmakers off the Kentucky, turr. 

When the General Assembly created 
th© Racing Commission the Courier- 
Journal expressed some doubt as to the 
rropridy of making the administration 
of the affaire of the turf a department 
<rf State government. but the act* of 
the governing body have been distinctly 
creditable, and highly satisfactory to 
the StAte and to breeders, owners and 
patrons of the turf who love the horse 
more than the bctt!ug-*h©d and clean 
sport more than crooked gambling. 

Tho decision of the Court of Appeals 
bowls over the gambling fraternity at 
Lo t on la, and puts a quietus upon the 
protectors and champions of gambling 
who hold that racing can never be any¬ 
thing more respectable than an Instru¬ 
ment for the fleecing of the "piker" by 
the professional gambler. The effect 
will be to eliminate the thick-necked 
elemeht and the rvdllght contingent, a 
dominant feature of racing wherever th© 
©port Is subordinated to the business 
of "sure thing" gambling. 

Judge O'Rvar, a* tho mouthpiece of 
the court of last resort, writes like a 
sportsman and a Kentuckian, as well os 
a Jurist, A few fanatics who have fig¬ 
ured in the "crusades" against racing, 
and a few yellow’ Journal* that have mnde 
themselves the organ* of the crusade, 
for the aggrandizement of circulation, 
rather than the improvement of public 
morals, have sought to convince the un¬ 
informed that all turfmen are thugs and 
all patrons of racing gambler*. The ab¬ 
surdity of that contention is patent to 
anyone who knows anything about the 
history of racing. It is especially so t > 
anyone who knows tho history of tho 
turf In Kentucky. There is probably no 
Industry in which healthful and whole¬ 
some sentiment plays a larger part than 
In the breeding and racing of thorough¬ 
bred a There Is none that offers to the 
pleasure-seeking public a more whole* 
some form of outdoor revocation, and, 
as Judge O'Rear says, living without 
recreation would be monotonous and un¬ 
natural. 

Racing and romance have been linked 
together In Kentucky fur a century. The 
turf Is Institutional. Th© love of. and 
the pride In, the horse with th© blood 
of a line of kings In his veins, and the 
heart of a warrior In his breast. Is In¬ 
grained in the character of the Ken¬ 
tuckian who know’s hts State and her 
traditions. Tho death of racing would 
have all of th© elements of tragedy. The 
thoroughbred has been an epic figure In 
the annals c! the Commonwealth since 
the beginning cf Its statehood. 

The regulation of racing is. os the 
Lotonlit Agricultural Association con¬ 
tends. "class legislation." It Is In the 
Interest of the respectable classes ns 
opposed to the practices of the criminal 
clan* that the State Racing Commis¬ 
sion has booted the race-rlxlng poster 
of odds from th© tracks. The response 
of the public in Louisville has heen suchj 
as to vindicate that course from a pure¬ 
ly practical point of view'. If Latonla 
cannot continue In existence without 
being operated as a happy bunting 


ground for the sure-thing gambler and 
hi* hangers on. let It become a cow 
pasture! But It doe* not seem at all 
probable that thi assertion of the 
gamblers upon thl* point Is true. 

Racing, to survive, must boast a de¬ 
gree of respectability In keeping with 
the spirit of the time*. Only the ex¬ 
ceptionally puritanical look with horror 
upon the spectacle of a wager being laid 
upon a sporting ©vent. Legislation will 
never make the world so straight-laced 
that no one will want to hack his Jud* 
ment with hi* pocket change, or so long 
faced that a dean nice meeting will not 
attract a crowd of persons who will 
cheer themselves hoars© over th© re¬ 
sult* of a well-fought contest between 
well- trained candidates. If the book¬ 
maker were simply and purely a layer 
of odd*. *nd not a player of practical 
politics, there might be less sentiment 
against Ms existence a* an institution 
Inseparable from racing. But his activi¬ 
ties outside of bis nominal function hav© 
been numerous and pernicious. He must 
go, but H is not necessary for racing to 
go with him. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals 
applies * remedy which tire General As¬ 
sembly would hardly have been slow to 
apply If the decision had been 
otherwise. A* matters stand the 
turf has 4 put Itself upon a plane 
higher than the law makes com¬ 
pulsory. This showing compares favor¬ 
ably with tho attitude erf other forms of 
business with regard to keeping well 
within legal limit*, and the future of 
tho horse In Kentucky seems bright, as 
a result. 


River Improvement Projects. 

The meeting of the National Rivers 
and Harbors Congras* in Washington 
and the activities of the advocates of 
river Improvement should have an Im¬ 
portant effect on Congress. President 
Taft, while friendly In a genera! way to 
river Improvement, is still cautious 
about committing himself on the Lakes- 
to-the-Gulf project He la more pro¬ 
nounced In hi* advocacy of the Ohio 
River scheme, but In hi* address before 
the Washington convention he empba 
aixed the assertion that there would be 
great opposition In Congress to issuing 
bond* "right out of band." 

The^refddent thinks Congress should 
first be committed to a declaration of 
policy. When It Is on record as Indors¬ 
ing certain project* It will be easier, 
the President believes, to get the bond 
issue. In a nutshell his advice bo the 
Rivers and Harbors Congress as to how 
to approach the House and Seriate Is as 
follows: 

"Tou lead them on to declare In favor 
of the Missouri Improvement. In favor of 
the 8t. loOutc-to-St. Paul improvement. In 
favor of the Cairo-to-St. IxxjIs Improve¬ 
ment. In favor of the Ohio Improvement, 
all of which have been approved by the 
army engineers, and get them recorded 
in th© statutee of this country a* declar¬ 
ing that thus© things are to be carried 
out and let them make their flrwt appro¬ 
priation from the revenue of the coun¬ 
try. and then you have them where they 
must Insue bond*, unless the revenue af¬ 
fords a sufficient amount each year to 
carry that project on economically and 
with due rapidity." ^ 

Till* I* rather a roundabout way frf 
doing business, to be sure. Hnd will be 
anything but satisfactory to those who 
are urging the canalisation of the Ohio 
River. There may be some room for 
doubt about other projects, but there Is 
nothing doubtful about the advisability 
and the urgency of Ohio River Improve¬ 
ment. Th© President himself has been 
dubious on the Lakes-to-the-Gulf deep 
waterway. In that respect he Is not 
alone. In the December number of the 
World To-dkv is nn able and thought¬ 
ful article by Theodore R. Long, who 
was a delegate from Chicago to the re¬ 
cent Lakes-to-the-Gulf "Convention In 
New Orleans. Mr. Long Is a retired 
lawyer ond a member of the Chicago 
City Council. He accompanied the pres¬ 
idential flotilla on the trip down the 
Mississippi. In his article he points out 
that the United States engineers have 
said that such a waterway 1* not a com¬ 
mercial necessity. H^ call* Attention 
to the fact that on the presidential trip 
"not a single boat was found" plying 
the Mississippi between Memphis and 
New Orleans, "a distance of 868 miles 
of yplendld navigable water." He doe* 
not believe the expenditure of any con¬ 
siderable sum Is Justified under pres¬ 
ent conditions. HI* Idea Is that rail- 
read discrimination has destroyed com¬ 
merce on the Mississippi Hirer and that 
without some regulation of railroad 
rat©* It would not be wise to enter upon 
the vast work of deepening the channel. 

Cm th© contrary, there 1* no serious 
diversity of opinion a© to the Ohio 
River. Its Improvement has been rec- 
om mended by the United State* en¬ 
gineers. The President 1* represented 
os saying that unlike other project* the 
Ohio River scheme "i* not experi¬ 
mental." That being* the case. Congress 
should not require to be educated up to 
the point of doing a manifest duty. The 
Ohio River Improvement should not be 
unreasonably delayed because other 
projects ore experimental. 

When President Taft visits Indian¬ 
apolis and stop* for a short time In 
Louisville he will be warmly welcomed. 
His Winona speech was merely a man¬ 
ifestation of th© pre-natal Idiosyncrasy 
of the Republican born to be the lead¬ 
er of his party. It will not be held 
against him personally.

ANSWERS CHARGES. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—Defalcations 
amounting to several thousand dollars 
from the Daughters of th© American 
Revolution by a clerk employed In the 
national headquarter* of the society 
here, were made known to-day. The 
officers of ttu* society have decided not 
to prosecute the woman, who confessed 
to the peculations, which cover a period 
of at lra*t three years- She, however, 
was dismissed. 

Font-off lc© Inspectors, by keeping 
watch on the society headquarter* office 
from a building across the street, de¬ 
tected the a oman throwing away an 
envelope, accused her of having taken 
money therefrom, and brought her to 
confess her fault. The suspicion of 
officers of the society was oroused by 
.•mplalnts received, although they said 
It was evident that many complaints 
had been Intercepted and destroyed by 
the woman. 

What has become of the money taken 
Is a matter w hich Is puzzling the society* 
officer*. The woman who confessed the 
embezzlement wa* |M>©*essed of an In¬ 
come sufficient to make her Indepen¬ 
dent. it Is said, aside from an ample sal¬ 
ary sh© drew from the office. She lived 
quietly and without any outward dis¬ 
play of even such luxury as she could , 
afford with her salary and Income, 


Judge A. D. Ford, of Garrard county, 
answers the charges made against him 
by State Inspector Thatcher, concern¬ 
ing his service a* committee for Idiots, 
his failure To pay Judgments for fines 
to the Statu and records not found In 
his office, as follows; 

Twill© People of Garrard County: Th©

Circuit Judge and not mad© In my court, 
and It Is Ihe opinion of severaj learned at¬ 
torneys, whom 1 hav© consulted, that Sec¬ 
tion 1070, Kentucky Statutes, refers to 
appointments made In th© County Court, 
over which the County Judge preside©* 
and not to those made by the Circuit 
Court, where th© Circuit Judge preside#. 

But be that as it may, the rdhitakc. if it 
was one, was an innocent on©, which, 1 
dare say. many officials have likewise 
committed. These committeeship* were In 
no way connected wltn my official conduct 
a* County Judge. -» 

As to the Ann King matter, I fully and 
oontpirtely answered these same charges 
over a year ago. which wer*' hatched up 
Just prior to my last nomination for Coun¬ 
ty Judge. Notwithstanding same. I wa* 
nominated without opposition. 

Just prior to my last election the John 
Jones mutter was brought up. I acted as 
commute© for Jontr© purely as a matter 
accommodation. The overpayment of 
the 130 occurred In this way: About Jan¬ 
uary f. l’jtw. James A. June*, an honest 
and reputable citizen of this county, corns 
to me as commute© to collect the money 
which 1 had collected from the State for 
Prto Warner, who had ohorg* of the Idiot. 
I had already colkxrted the $75 from tht 
State when J. A. Jones Informed me that 
the idiot was dead I then calculated the 
amount due Warner up to the date of the 
death of the Idiot and the amount that 
should be returned to the State, and then 
In the presence of Junes filled out the two 
checks, ono to Warner for $45 snd one to 
the Auditor for $*>, snd 1 gave both 
checks in sealed envelope©, stamped, to 
Jones nnd requested him to mail them, 
which h© did. and l never heard anything 
more of the matter until the inspector 
brought up the matter, and when he told 
ine the check had not been received 1 
promptly pa’.d him. I refer to J. A. Jones, 
\jnn -aster. Ky.. to prove th© above. 

As to th© two lost books, they contained 
old record* of trial of criminal cases long 
aino© diS{Kised of. and of no special Impor¬ 
tance to anyone.

There Is no safe place to keep the records 
of my office, snd as for thAt matter the 
records for any of the offices. Twice I 
hav© had the matter before the Fiscal 
Court, and twice they have submitted a 
vote to Lhe people to Issue bond* so that 
the courth<m*c may be prepared to pre¬ 
serve tho public record*. However, the 
people have voted It down, a two-third* 
majority being required. 

As to the money h© collected from me. 
tt was on old insolvent Judgments and tax 
on suits uncollected, nbuut $11. I was in¬ 
formed that I wa* not compelled to pay 
on these insolvent Judgments, but I did so 
to avoid lltfkaBon. Th© County Attorney 
can futlv explain my conduct In this mat¬ 
ter. ami he will say that I am g^illty of 
no wrong a* far a* these Judgments are 
conct-rned 1 hiul not oollecUd on© cent 
of this money that the inspector required 
me to pay on them, ... 

In conclusion 1 desire to say that I am 
grateful to th© people of this county fur 
Choir support and ronfldene© in electing 
mo by over VO majority, notwithstanding 
the slanders that have been used against 
m«\ snd I desire to assure the people that 
I shall faithfully discharge the duties of 
my office avoiding all the mistake# I ran 
nnd accounting fbr every cent I collect, 
aa I have done before, and more. too.

Three young boys wore before Judge 
Arthur Peter in the Juvenile Court 
yesterday to answer to an almost In¬ 
credible charge of cruelty to animals. 
Specifically they were accused of tor¬ 
turing a helpless. hapless cat with fire. 
The charge dated back from laat week 
and the scene of the Inquisition was 
In the western part of the city. ’ 

No names are given, for the reason 
that one of the means by which the 
Juvenile Court does Its good work is 
by protecting lb* prisoners from the 
humiliation of publicity. However, the 
father of one of the boys. U years of 
age. pleaded on behalf of his son that 
the boy suffered from a great physical 
aversion for the cat tribe and that he 
was put almost out of his senses by the 
approach of a col. 

The flesh of everyone In the court¬ 
room crawled when the details of the 
offense were set forth. It appeared 
that the first boy. he with the aversion 
to felines, prrvulled upon the other 
two to help him souse the kitty 
In kerosene and then set fire to the oil. 
The awful agonies of the eat caused a 
revulsion of feeling in the minds of the 
boys and. with belated mercy, they put 
an end to her sufferings by knocking 
her in the heud. 

The boys cried In the courtroom and 
showed every indication that they had 
realised the enormity of their cruelty. 
Judge Peter said h» thought their own 
conscience would punish them severely, 
and In view of the representations of 
the first boy's father as to his son's 
abhorrence of cats and the fact that 
he was the ringleader, let them go He 
recommended that the father punlMh 
the first boy In a suitable manner, spe¬ 
cially requesting that he be not 
whipped. 

Otherwise there were twenty-six 
cases on the docket, none of any un¬ 
usual nature.

The re-election of Joseph E. Ransdell 
a member of Congress from Louisiana, 
as president; Capt. J. F. Ellison, of Cin¬ 
cinnati, as secretary-treasurer, and 
John A. Fox, of Arkansas, a* special 
director, and declaring through Us reso¬ 
lutions for a new department for the 
treatment of waterway improvements by 
regular annual appropriations for the 
speedy completion of waterway projects 
now under construction, to be paid out 
of the current revenue*, if possible, oth¬ 
erwise for the sale of bonds, were feat¬ 
ures of the closing session to-day of the 
National Rivers and Harbors Con¬ 
gress. 

Ihe resolutions also called upon th© 
States and munlclpaltles to preserve 
and protect their dock und landing fa¬ 
cilities, without which the improved 
channel would be crippled In its useful¬ 
ness. 

Prof. Emery K- Johnson of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, special rep- 
resentatlve'of the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress with the National 
Waterways Commission on it* Euro¬ 
pean trip, made a short report of his 
Inspection of European waterways. 

He stated that on the continent of 
Europe it was th© policy of the govern¬ 
ment to regulate railways so as to pre¬ 
vent their making destructive warfare 
upon the waterways. Thl*. he said,

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CRUSADE AGAINST GROWING 
TRAFFIC COMMENCED. 


The Immigration Commimrion Makes 
Startling Report—Sale of Inno¬ 
cent Young Glrla Must Stop. 


Washington. Dec. 10 .—Stories of r*- | 
voltlng practice* of American and 
foreign procurers of women for lmpor-1 
tatien Into the United States for im¬ 
moral purpose are told In a report Is¬ 
sued to-day by the Immigration Com¬ 
mission. The recommendation* of the 
comml.sglon contemplate a closer scru¬ 
tiny of the admission of alien women 
and renewed efforts to stamp out the 
so-called “white slave traffic." 

In explanation of the act of laying 
bare to the public the details of dis¬ 
coveries by Its agent*, the commission 
says that ihe “while slave traffic'' Is the 
most pitiful and the most revolting 
phase of the Immigration gueartlon. This 
business has assumed large proportions, 
and It has been exerting so evil an In¬ 
fluence upon the country that the com¬ 
mission declare* that it felt compc!h?d to 
make It the subject of a thorough In¬ 
vestigation. 

Since the subject Is especially liable 
to sensational exploitation, the report 
says. It la Important that the statement 
of the commission should deal with un¬ 
deniable facts which may form u baala 
of reasonable legislative nnd adminis¬ 
trative action to lessen the evils. The 
inquiry covered the cities of New York. 
Chicago, San Francisco, Seattle, Port¬ 
land. Salt Lake. Ogden, Butte. Denver, 
Buffalo, Boston and New Orleena 

The report ©ays, concerning talk of a 
great monopolistic corporation whose 
business It l* to Import and exploit 
these unfortunte women: 

“The commission has been unable to 
learn c*f any such corporation and does 
not believe In it* existence.'* 

• • • 

Procurers Work Together. 


It Is stated, however, that persons 
engaged in such Importing business 
doubtless have a wide acquaintance 
among themselves, and In many In¬ 
stances they have rather close buslns** 
relation*, one with another, so a* to 
prevent their victims from getting out 
of their clutches before they have real¬ 
ized the desired profit* from their base 
ventures. 

Among other recommendations is ono 
that the transportation of persons from 
one State. Territory or district to an¬ 
other for the purpose of prostitution 
be forbidden under heavy penalties 

Th© commission also expressed the 
opinion that the Legislature* of the 
Severn! States should consider the ad¬ 
visability of enacting more stringent 
law* regarding prostitution It Is sug¬ 
gested that the Illinois statute regard¬ 
ing pandering be carefully considered.

Mass., offered a sum of 
$oO0 for the best advertising campaign 
at c ^**’ Th« city, of Rochester. 
N. Y., started a weekly paper with the 
, J oIe purpose of advertising Its manu¬ 
factures. products and commercial ad¬ 
vantage* to people outside of Roches- 
; f rr ; Uopies of this paper were regu¬ 
larly sent to all our consuls In for- 
eign countries. New Orleans and St. 
Louis have both been advertised In a 
special way for a long time. But even 
the very small towns are beginning 
to see the advantage of good and sys¬ 
tematic advertising. 

As is right and proper, the local 
newspapers are generally to the fore 
in putting forward the claims for rec- 
ognition of their respective towns. In¬ 
deed, cm th© pres* must necessarily fall 
i largest part of the responsibility 
j for promoting publicity. The newspa 
per* con do much, and very little can 
be effected without their aid and co- 
oMrhtlon. The best-known and most 
widely quoted paper,In a town will nat¬ 
urally be the best advertising agency 
for that town. And here is a strong 
point w’hlch all editors nnd newspaper 
publishers should study closely. 

A generation ago the Danbury News 
und the Detroit Free Press were the 
I two widest-quoted newspapers In the 
world. Not In the L’nlted States and 
I Canada alone, but wherever the Eng- 
| lish language was spoken and wherever 
j newspapers were printed In English. 

| those two publications were clipped 
, from ©very week- Why? Because 
they had made themselves popular by 
the style of the editorial and the wit 
of the paragrnpher. As exponents of 

( genuine American humor they were 
without equals, and people who had 
never heard of Detroit or Danbury be¬ 
came Interested enough to Inquire and 
| find out where those towns were lo¬ 
cated. 

There inay not be a James M Bailey 
I nowadays, but there are others with 
pens perhaps os bright and vigorous 
i It pays to put such men In the edi¬ 
torial chair. They not only attract 
readers, but Invite quotation by other 
papers, which Is the best kind of repu¬ 
tation a newspaper can have Once 
1 let a paper a-.'quire a reputation for 
Individuality, for excellence along orig¬ 
inal lines, and there Is nothing to In¬ 
terfere with Its success. If the editor 
j will, in an original way, dwell upon the 
town and Its attractions, he Is likely 
to make some excellent advertising for 
his municipality. 

But the authorities who take It upon 
themselves to attend to the booming of 
the town must not fall into the error 
of supposing that It can be advertised 
properly without the aid of the news¬ 
paper*. All Che circular*, dodgers, 
posters and other form* of advertising 
that were ever put out will never effect 
complete and perfect publicity without 
the aid of the newspapers. Let thes* 
tak#» the Initiative—let them print all 
they can In favor of the town, and on 
the force of the originality of the style in 
wlhlch thl* I* done will depend the ex¬ 
tent of quotations. 

This Is ft case In which a good editor 
will prove the best advertising man. No 
matter what th© chief products or man¬ 
ufactures. of the town, no matter what 
Its best attractions may bo. the man 
who can group them and describe them 
in the most interesting and entertaining 
way Is the man who is going to get the 
most advertising for the town. 8ueh a 
man wifi be well worth a good salary, 
and It would be a better Investment to 
pay him with exceptional liberality than 
to spend tha money In an effort to gain 
advertising for the town In another 
way. If competent, he has the power 
to gain for hte home towm a generous 
supply of free publicity’. 

Thi: advertising of cities requires a 
capable manager to direct each cam¬ 
paign. He should b© a practical adver- , 
rising man. quick to see and take ad- ' 
vantages. In fact, he should be able 1 
to create them. H»» should Impress upon 
the Mayor and Aldermen that advertis¬ 
ing Is absolutely necessary to 
success, for It is Just as essen¬ 
tia) to advertise one city to Its 
neighbor* as to advertise an In¬ 
dividual to his possible patrons. 
And parsimony In the appropriation is 
likely to produce a parsimony in re¬ 
sults. As the expense of advertising will 
fall upon the whole municipality, th© 
cost per capita will be very’ email, but 
in this connection results rather than 
outlay should be eon*ld©r©d. Whatever 
money I* spent to make the town and 
its product* or attractions better known 
is money well spent and will come back 
In Increased volume by and by. 

It is a good thing for us to reflect 
upon the fact that we aro the best ad¬ 
vertised country on the face of the 
earth, and as such set an example to 
nil the nations. Our success In this re¬ 
spect Is accounted for hy the fact that 
we nr© a nation of natural advertisers. 
We do things differently nnd say things 
differently from other people, and thnt 
very oddity or peculiarity Attracts unl- 
v« rsal attention. Hence, the other na¬ 
tions expect us to advertise America 
ond we do not disappoint them. 

Now’, almost every town, great or 
small, in the United State* has some 
one thing on which R pride* Itself, some 
special product, or manufactured article 
that excels. The trick of advertising 
the cRy is to advertise Its product or 
attraction. By exploiting If* resources 
and possibilities you draw’ to it both 
labor and capital. The population will 
tncraase rapidly outside of its natural 
growth. Those seeking likely paying 
Investment* will become interested In 
wT.at Is told tlkem about your city. Those 
looking for work wdll come to be sure 
of steady emntoyment. You cao make 
your sleepy old town a thriving beehive 
of a city hy intelligent and persistent 
advertising. 

Municipal advertising Is greatly on 
the Increase, and yet It Is still In its 
Infancy. It can he greatly helped In ev¬ 
ery community by the local newspapers, 
and they also will reap their share ofl 
the benefits that must accrue from In¬ 
creased population and prosperity.

The art shown first of all In the title 
which so easily to a lew nice ear might 
have been mode "It Can never Happe n 
Again ’ with its aliteratlv* * consonant*. 
Mr. do Morgan is not only an artist, 
but a widely learned man. a scholar 
not only acquainted with life, but with 
the broad world of universal literature.

It Is a rare thing that an author can 
combine the minute details, those lit¬ 
tle convincing realities, the interrup¬ 
tions to the weightiest crises, with un 
ability to sec his plot straight, in an 
unbroken line. In the reading, which 
Is. perforce, most leisurely, if to be 
enjoyed to the utmost,* it mu*t, in the 
first chapters especially, occur to the 
critic that the WTiter Is unduly prolix; 
hut after the story gets its swing, let 
the same critic reread and tee what 
he would omit. He will And that lit¬ 
tle can be spared The delightful Lis- 
arann and her father, to first appear¬ 
ances beyond the world of Challis and 
his marital troubles, are eKseimial to 
the working out of the plot, which Is 
a plot Indeed. In the three sets of 
households that fill the main q>oinfft, In 
the ramifications of these oven to 
the centenarian that appears once, end 
who thought a certain gent reman hod 
given her half a sovereign by mistake, 
•ach plays a foreordained part Every 
part fits In Uke an Intricate Ivory pux- 
tie so nicely made that the smallest 
if missing will destroy the whole. 

To refer briefly to the plot without 
forestalling or doing injustice to the 
author, It may be said that Its main 
point is the deceased wife’s sister busi¬ 
ness and its period the time that ihat 
annual blister was about to be finally 
pricked by the dilatory British Gov¬ 
ernment. This takes tho author into 
lanes and byway*, but In these places 
may be found pasturo for the browsing 
reader, pasture full of nutriment, not 
to 'say vital sustenance, which will 
be enjoyed to the last mouthful. 

As to style—Mr. de Morgan Is a bril¬ 
liant example* of what the rhetoricians 
refer to as “the decrease of predica¬ 
tion.’* As a writer grows in grace he 
learns that it is neither necessary to 
wrUe everything In actual words nor 
to think his reader a blind fooL Ah a 
coasaquenre. since the reader la paid 
the compliment of being supposed to 
have the ability to think and conclude, 
he strives to ^deserve It and finds a 
reeond pleasure in Inference. Writers 
like Meredith and Henry James have 
carried the telling of a story by Infer- 
ence perhaps too far. Both use a mu!- 
tlpllcijr of details, the former rather 
crudely sometimes, the latter unmet*, 
parity, with too many refinements of 
phrase to reach more than a small 
but appreciative audience, but both 
pro and nave been sworn foes 
to too much predication. and 
have gone about as far from the 
primer style of the child and the ama¬ 
teur author as It seems possible to 
swing William de Morgan has found 
the point betwoen. and 'while even 
more profligate of material—his books 
containing two or three novels Instead 
of one—hu ortver puts the bram of his 
readers to too much trouble—Just 
enough work to flstter. neither more 
nor less. 

One might go on for columns prais¬ 
ing this novel. Its characters, espe¬ 
cially that of Challis, are wonderful; 
Ihefr shortcoming*. their reality, 
worthy of Shakespeare No matter 
how small a portion of the picture each 
Is called upon to contribute, It Is in¬ 
dispensable. The philosophy of the taio 
Is also of the best. Mr. de Morgan 
moralizes as much ah Thackeray, but 
he never interrupts; hl» little changer 
of viewpoint, reckless though they scorn 
to limits prescribed by classic fiction 
give the reader a fine insight into 
his method For example;

Another tale of the Canadian West is 
this and as full of red blood that gives 
vigor to man and book as any of ths 
stories that have been so widely read.

He Lakes the 
family of an exiled Russian, 
Paulina. the second wife. lu 
charge of the two children of her pre¬ 
decessor, a boy and a girl whom their 
father support*, that Is who sends 
monthly allowances which never reach 
tliem. For in the nmc < tty dwell? id* 
arch enemy, one Rosenblatt, s villain 
who has betray>'J him to exile and 
killed his beautiful young wife as sfic 
flee* with het» husband Paulina Is 
dull-witted, a slave of the sort that 
Russia mak^s of Its downtrodden lower 
class. She works dug-Uke. but she 
cannot iea«on, so wh*n Rosenblatt, un¬ 
der pretense of friendship, makes her 
put her mark on papers she dares not 
refuse. 

But Rosenblatt takes nvore than her 
money, ha takes her honor and a child 
Is bom. Then the husband arrives and 
In a lerrlblo *cen«* casts her ofT and 
tried to kill Rosenblatt. All this Is 
recorded with convincing fidelity and a 
sharp picture of the manner and habits 
of these foreigners who count human

Equal suffrage la growing to be more 
gnd more a vital problem of modern 
progress. A* simple Justice It may 
be regarded as Inevitable. Ag a mere 
motter of consistency to the American 
IdwiJ ItmuM come sooner or later. 

But It la not from this standpoint 
that the subject la here treated, but 
solely from that of its practical work¬ 
ing in the held of politics and econom¬ 
ic life and of It?* effect upon the inora., 
social and Intellectual life of the wom¬ 
an voters. The method* employed in 
the Investigation naturally fall Into 
two classes, those requiting purely sta¬ 
tistical research and those designed 
*und public opinion in the State 
*»ft«r twelve years of trial: Colorado 
being selected as a community which, 
p.moni the States which have 
adopted equal suffrage.

but It all also supplies an account of 
th© Athenian education In pre-Alexan¬ 
drian times, and of the conditions that 
prevailed in Grecian lands In the lost 
three centuries B. C. This earlier ped¬ 
agogy and the condition In which It 
flourished were of course the foundation 
on which the later structure rests. If 
no formal universities then existed, the 
essential elements therefor did exist and 
thrive—the teachers, the students, tho 
spirit of learning, the enthusiasm for 
intellectual Ideals The Greek educa¬ 
tion of imperial times waa not. sayu 
Prof. Walden, the author, a barren and 
superficial thing.

ABOUT MESSENGER SERVICE. 


A large audience attended the annual 
meeting of the Kentucky Child Labor As¬ 
sociation. which Was held Ust night in 
the assembly room of the Public Library 
building. E. N. Clapper, secretary' of ,b * 
Ohio Valley child labor committee, deliv¬ 
ered an a«klr#ei* on "Ctylld Ubor In Ken¬ 
tucky." HI* addres* was illustrated by 
•tereoptlcon view* taken In the rural dis¬ 
trict* of the State. Mr. Clopper epoko 
chiefly of child labor In the tobacco In¬ 
dustry*. H# said that while tile cultivation 
of tobacco Is not neceslarily* physically in¬ 
jurious to the children >t 1* a detriment 
to their education. 

"It la a pitifully red state of affair* that 
exist* in moat of the rural district* of 
Kentucky," said Mr. Clopper. "The par¬ 
ent* se#m to think It la onough that tn*dr 
children should bo taught to till the noil; 
that U la entirely unnecessary that they 
Should receive the 'book learning' that 
they' (the parent*) have been denied." Mr

Mayor-elsct Greene, of New Albany 
and the Democratic members of the 
Common Council held another meeting 
last night at the office of County Attor¬ 
ney Schindler in the Mutual Trust build¬ 
ing on Pearl street, to discuss the ap¬ 
pointment of subordinate city officials.

$5,000 For Injury To Hand. 

The heaviest damages award*! In the 
Floyd Circuit Court for a number of 
years for personal injuries was given 
yesterday morning In New Albany to 
David Collins, who rued the United Gas 
and Electric Company for 110,000 for 
the loss of the use of his left hand In 
coming In contact with an electric wire 
Collins was laying a granitoid pavement 
in 8ilVer Hills last August when one of 
the wires of the electric light company 
broke and struck him on th** head. In 
attempting to push It away his hand 
•was burned and physicians testified 
that he would never regain the use of it 
The case was on trial for two 
days and was argued for the 
defense by Col Charles L. Jewett, 
who appeared for the Aetna Insurance 
Company, which Insured the electric 
company against loss in such cases to 
the amount of $5,000. Col. Jewett ar¬ 
gued that the plaintiff was guilty of 
contributory negligence, and Senator 
Btotsenburg and Judge Weathers, who 
appeared for the plaintiff. Insisted upon 
the full amount sued for on the ground 
that the company was solely responsi¬ 
ble The jury compromised by giving a 
verdict for $5,000. The Insurance com¬ 
pany, and not the lighting company 
will pay the damages. It Is not known 
if an appeal will be taken

In custody of Sheriff Weigel, of Sul¬ 
livan county, Ind., Dunn McCannon, a 
coal miner, was brought to the Indi¬ 
ana Refom atory in Jeffersonville yes¬ 
terday for safe keeping. It being feared 
a mob would attempt to take him out 
and hang him ir left In the Sullivan 
county Jail. McCannon la charged 
with criminal assault on Orrie Purcell, 
the k-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mr*. William Purcell, who live neur 
Shelbum, Sullivan county. It 1* al¬ 
leged the crime Waa committed at what 
la, know'n aa the Kellar achooihouse. 
near Shelburn. The child la aald to be 
in a serious condition at th© home of 
her parent*. 

Th© offense, it la claimed, was com¬ 
mitted on last Friday. McCan¬ 
non waa arrested and. after be¬ 
ing placed in Jail, a posse of miners 
starter to Sullivan to take Mc- 
Cannon out of the county Jail to hang 
him. Before this could be accomplished 
McCannon waa spirited away to Terr© 
H&ute, then to Indianapolis and finally 
to Jeffersonville. The commitment la 
signed by the Circuit Clerk, Arthur 
DeBrum. who set* forth there la dan¬ 
ger of McCannon being taken out and 
mobbed If permitted to remain in the 
county Jail. 

McCannon showed but little fright 
when he arrived In Jeffersonville and 
denied that he wn* In the neighbor¬ 
hood at the time It la alleged the crime 
wus committed. He la 24 years old 
and murried. McCannon waa given a 
cell near Tliomaa Jefferson Hoal. but 
he will not be permitted to receive 
company at any time during hla stay 
at the Indiana Reformatory- No one 
will be permitted to talk to him.
